IO.— The 
state board of pardons, meeting to­ 
day, had before it the unusal ease 
of Mrs. Rue A. Krauss. 
Mrs. Krauss was the second wife 
of a man prominent 
in affairs 
of 
Hartford City. 
By his first m arri­ 
age, Krauss had one daughter, Crys­ 
tal, who opposed her 
father’s re­ 
marriage, 
and 
after the 
wedding 
stood between the attachment 
of 
husband for his wife. 
One day the daughter died in con­ 
vulsions. 
A note was found tend­ 
ing to indicate that she had killed 
herself because of 
unhappy home 
life. 
During an investigation, a boy 
was found who had purchased stry­ 
chnine for Mrs. Krauss. 
She was 
arrested, sensational evidence 
was 
introduced at the trial and in 1904 
she was sentenced to life imprison­ 
ment. 
Once before she petitioned for a 
pardon but a large number of per­ 
sons appeared before the board and 
objected so strongly that she 
was 
sent back to prison. 
Four other murder cases were up 
for hearing. Demitar Lemak, a steel 
worker in Gary, who killed a fellow 
workman during a drunken tight, in 
1999, is asking for clemency. 
John Molting, sentenced from Da­ 
viess county 
in 190(j for murder, 
and William Adams, sentenced 1899 
from Sullivan county. 
Considerable interest is manifest* 
ed in petition for pardon for Ralph 
Berger, a dwarf, sentenced for kill­ 
ing his father. The prisoner is 45 
inches tall, weighs 
89 pounds and 
up to the 
time 
of his conviction, 
wore dresses. Berger claims the gun 
was 
discharged 
accidentally. 
He 
quarreled often 
with 
his 
father, 
however, 
the 
state proved at the 
trial. The petitioners 
claim 
he is 
mentally defective.
